TIFN-TSIN, Sept. 25 — The Governor- 


General of Mln-Che, comprising the prov- 
inces Tche-Klaug and Fuh-Kien, has been 
dismissed from his office and degraded in 
rank, but the Governor and the General of 
the province of Fuh Kien, in which Foo 
(fiow is situated, have both been retained.
